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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Saxena et al. (USPN 6259449) teach a method of integrating a plurality of 
communication programs in a computer system, the method comprising the steps of: displaying a 
first graphical user interface screen on a display device of the computer system, displaying a 
second graphical user interface screen on the display device such that the second graphical user 
interface screen depicted as an extension panel of the first graphical user interface screen, 
wherein the extension panel is adjacent to the first graphical user interface display and appears to 
extend from the side of the first graphical user interface screen, (col. 1, lines 47-57, col. 8, lines 
28-37, col. 9, lines 52-59 , Fig. 3 (302), Fig. 4 (400, 416), Fig. 5 (500, 504), and Fig. 6 (600, 
604)). 

Watahiki et al. (USPN 6765590) teach a means for obtaining, GUI information of a 
plurality of controlled devices on an AV device network including GUI image information, GUI 
display position information, and information on commands transmitted to the controlled devices 
and the device identifiers of the controlled devices (col. 2, lines 21-38). 

Regarding claims 1, 13, 16, 22, 25, 37, 40 and 53, none of the prior art cited teaches a 
system or method including displaying a first graphical user interface (GUI) on a display screen, 
the first GUI being associated with a program operatively configured on a first computing 
device; and displaying a second GUI on the display screen over the first GUI, the second GUI 
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being associated with a program operatively configured on a second computing device that is 
operatively connected to the first computing device, and wherein the second GU is displayed on 
substantially the full screen of said display screen and includes at least one identifier that 
identifies that said second GUI is not associated with said first computing device.
